Lecture by Rev. George H. Reed. 


Those who attended the opening lect- 
ure of the Y¥.P.S.C.E. eourse at the Old 
South Church, Monday evening, were 
well repaid by hearing Mr. Reed's talk, 
on the ‘‘Earl of Shafverbury.” |» We think 
none of the audience before realized 
what a power Shaftesbury was in Eng- 
land, toward compelling the ‘government 
to recognize and improve the condition 
of the working class, and how much he 
was beloved by the common people; and 
in short, what a thorough Christian phil- 
anthropist he was. dik) 

The speaker referred rapidly to his 
family history, and stated that while the 
Earl inherited his position and fortune 
from his father, his religious teachings 
came from one of the old servants of the 
family. After receiving a college educa- 
tion, he entered Parliament, and his first 
speech was ia favor of government aid to 
the insane, for whom, up to that time, 
there were few or no hospitals or asylums. 


This measure, he had the pleasure in due 
time, of seeing passed, and was one of a 
commission to establish such asylums 

from which time dates the beginning of 
date asylumsin England. Next turn- 
ng his attention to the operatives in the 
cotton mills, he found that children from 
five years and upwards were being bound 
out from the workhouses, and, by. poor 
parents all over England, and compelled 
to work in the shops from twelve ‘to sev- 
enteen hours daily, some of the‘children 
peing 80 small that they were obliged to 
stand on stools that they might reach 
their work. They were poorly fed, bare- 
ly clothed, and had no education what 
ever. The effect of working in the close 
mills among the oil and dirt. was .such, 
that mortality: was very great, while ac- 
cidents were very frequent. 

After many Ce OI EEN he suc- 
ceeded in geceibg a bill passed, shorten- 
ing the hours of labor, and compelling 
sanitary reforms in the mills, and estab- 
lishing schools for the operatives. Find- 
ing that many of the mines and collier- 
ies of England were employing women 
and children to a very great-extent, he 
urged a reform in this direction, and was* 
also successful, as he was in the matter 
of employing children as chimney 
sweeps. NCR Sener aa 

The lecturer also, gave a full account of 
his-connection_with the Ragged. School 
Clubs, and the good he had accomplished 
in this way. He seemed to be in thor- 
ough sympathy with the working peo- 
ple in everything they undertook, and 
when he died in 1885, although he had a 
private funeral, itis said the streets of © 
London through which the funeral 
passed, were completely lined with the 
poorer classes, whom he had befriended. 

The whole fife of the man, as sketched 
by the speaker, was that of one who 
from his talents might have enjoyed high 
position, wealth and honor, chose rather 
to be a friend of the poor and unfortu- 
nate.

‘Sian. Hall Books. 


The accession list presented by Li- 
brarian Holt in the current number of 
the TOwNsMAN’ is.made up largely of 
Books recently published, and of afpop- 
ular character. Dr. George B. Lor- 
ing’s #¥ear in Portugal’’ will have a 
special interest; because its author, so 
well known in Andover, has just passed, 
away. “A Frenchman in Amerita”’ is 
It is Max 
O’Rell’s account of his travels through 
our country, and is full ef laughable 
hits at men and things as they ap- 
peared to foreign eyes. It may be use- 
ful as well as amusing to read such a 
book and ‘‘see oursels as others see 
us.”’? Another book in Knox’s ‘Boy 
Travellets’”’ series will find other read- 
ers than Andover boys. This one 
shows us, by hundreds of pictures as 
well as by vivid descriptions, Northern 
Europe—Holland, Germany, Sweden, 
Denmark, and Norway. 


Several other volumes though of dif- 
ferent sort illustrate in a most interest- 
ing manner the ways of ancient and 
modern travel. ‘Ocean Steamships’’ 
reprints the notable articles published 
in Scribner, descriptive of the great 
ocean lines and ships, and showing the 
wonderful progress made both in com- 
fort and speed. The statistics and il- 
lustrations are brought down nearly to 

date, the recent run of the Teutonic in 
5 days, 16 hours, and 80 minutes, head- 
ing the record. From these graphic 
chapters and fine pictures, one can get 
almost as good an idea of ocean travel 
as by the actual trip—with one or two 
points of advantage! ‘The Biography 
of a Locomotive” is the story of life on 
an engine, made up from its writer’s 
own experience in England and Ire- 
land, 

Now that 1892 is here books on 
Columbus must be read; the newest 
one is ‘*With the Admiral of the Ocean 
Sea,’’ and tells the story of the voyage 
which discovered us, mainly from the 
log-book of the discoverer. We are 
rather glad to note that this author— 
in distinction from other books pre- 


viously noticed—thinks that Columbus 


landed on Cat Island or Guanahani, 
just as we learned in the district school, 
and not on some other unheard of 
island, which probably he _ never 
thought of discovering! The ‘Stories 
of Adventure, told by Adventurers,”’ is 
one of Edward Everett Hale’s ‘‘Boy 
Books,’’ aud goes from Marco Polo’s 
travels in Persia to Hearne’s travels 
among the Indians and beavers of the 
Hudson Bay Territory, and Humboldt’s 
travels in South America. A little 
book, edited also by Dr. Hale, we never 
heard of before—‘‘Life of Colonel 
Jack, by Daniel Defoe.” It is. some- 
what singular that at this late day a 
book by the author of Robinson Cru- 
soe is introduced in America, the story 
being of a London street gamin- who 
became a prosperous planter: on the 
banks of our Potomac. 


It is the fashion now—and a good 
one—to combine story and_ history. 
Two writers already known in this line 
give us new books. Sophie May’s 1s 
“Old Quinuebasset,’’? a story of men 
(and women) and matters in Boston 
Town and Down East, in the time of 
President Washington. Mrs. Austin’s 
is ‘Betty Alden,” the first-born daugh- 
ter of the Pilgrims,’’ and is a charming 
story of T’riscilla and Lorea and John 
Aldeu and Governor Bradford and Goy- 
ernor Wiathrop, and almost everybody 
else of note in ancient Plymouth, 
Salem, and Boston. ‘Jolly Good Times 
at Hackmatack,”’ without any national 
history in it, is a story of how people 
lived and talked in old times, in War- 
wick, oeac Northfield, which is the 
original of Hackmatack, ‘‘In the Stran- 
ger People’s Country”’ is.a story with- 
out any history whatever, but like all 
(Miss)Charles Egbert Craddock’s books 
is laid in Tennessee mountains, and 
has a weird power of its own. 


Canon Farrar’s ‘‘Darkuess and Dawn”? 

is a moat fascinating book, being a 
‘historic tale of scenes in the days of 
Nero.’ Asa vivid reproduction of life 
in Rome in that tragic time when the 
forces of Christianity and paganism 
were fiercely raging, it is probably with- 
out « parallel. Seneca, Vespasian, 
Josephus, Petronius, Octavia, Claudia, 
Paulus, Onesimus, Pudens, Epaphro- 
ditus, and other familiar characters of 
profane and sacred history stand out 
before usas life-like-as people. of our 
own acquaintance. 


Of the new edition of Oliver Wendell 
Holmes’s works, we have -‘‘Pages from 
an Old Volume of hife,” a book not-so 
familiar as the Autocrat and Elsie Ven- 
ner, but containing ‘‘My hunt after the 
Captain,’’—his son, the present justice 
of the Supreme Court—his Fourth of 
July oration in Boston in 1863, which 
brings back the patriotic thrill of that 
critical summer in war-time, and ‘Cin- 
ders from the Ashes,’’ which has to do 
with the poet’s year as an Andover 
school-boy. Frank Bolles’s ‘Land of 
the Lingering Snow” is the record of 
strolls mostly in Massa¢husetts, from 
January to June, and will interest natu- 
ralists and other open air observers of 
what is around them in nature. The 
last volume in Susan Coolidge’s ‘‘Katy 
Did’’ series, entitled “In the High Val- 
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ley,’’ will be inquired for by little folks. 

“The Business of Life,’’? by the au- 
thor of ‘‘How to be happy though 
married,’’ is by no means e love story, 
but is full of most thoughtful and help- 
ful suggestion to thoughtful people. 
Perhaps the most valuable publication 
of th new year 1s ‘Conduct as a Fine 
Art.” “It combines. two prize books 
written for the American Secular 
Union, which has for its object the 
‘instruction of children and youth in 
the purest principles of morality with- 
out inculcating religious doctrine’’— 
that is, sectarian doctrine. One of then 
is by Nicholas P. Gilman—*‘The Laws 
of Daily Conduct.’? The other is 
‘Character Building,’’ by Edward P. 
Jackson ofthe Boston Latin School. 
This is in the form of a dialogue be- 
tween a master and his pupils in the 
school-room. The whole book, with 
the introduction on Morals in the Pub- 
lic Schools, might be read with profit 
bs any interested in the rising—or the 
risen—generation. The titles of some 
of these talks will show the scope of 
the book: When the good boy will 
fight, The alcohol habit, Truth and 
truthfulness, Nagging, Politeness. ‘‘Na- 
ture and Man in America’’ will need 
no introduction to those who heard the 
recent course of lectures in Andover 
by its author, Prof. Shaler of Cam- 
bridge. 

Several books not on the list have 
been added to take the place of those 
worn out by much reading, as Rollo’s 
Travels, Cooper’s novels, Kingsley’s 
Hypatia, and Westward Ho, Miss Al- 
cott’s Morning Glories, and Pansy’s 
Link’s in Rebecca’s Life. It is nota 
bad sign when such books are read all 
to pieces! C..6. GC. 


The Beauty of Apology.’ 


Scarcely a day passes but each one of 
us is guilty, through carelessness, igno- 
rance, or perhaps intention, of some 
unkind, hasty word or act against an- 
other. We-misjudge another’s word or 
deed, and, with angry motives, we try 
to right ourselves and assert our in- 
jured dignity. When our better nature 
is restored, we regret that we are not 
slow toanger. Weare mortified that 
our own perceptions were not keen 
enough to see the word or deed from 
an impartial point of view, and often 
we feel true contrition that we have 
cherished unjust suspicious, and voiced 
our thoughts indignantly and harshly. 
There is an uneasy tugging of our con- 
science and a hurt spot in another’s 
heart—two discords where all might 
have been harmonious. Or we are 80 
busy with our duties, so wrapped up 
in our efforts to get what we wish, that 
we hurry along rough-shod over any- 
thing or person that checks our hasty 
pace, We are'not unkind, but careless 
of another’s share.in the daily doings. 
We are self-assertive, and we imagine 
every one else equally able to maintain 
himself. We are surprised to find our- 
selves charged with indifference and 
selfishness, and to see another indig- 
nant at our self-centered course; or we 
are ignorant of the tender spot, the 
sensilive nerve in our neighbor’s more 
high-strung nature, and with idle or 
best-intentioned chat we press clumsily 
the place we should avoid. 

All this 1s annoying, and we who 
conscientiously live to do good rather 
than evil, feel discouraged with our 
tactless selves, and often justly with 
those whose feelings are apparently 
‘always on draught.’?’ But how many 
of us are willing to apologize? How 
many cheerfully use this, the first, 
means of righting wrongs? Just why 
should false pride succeed in convinc- 
ing us that to assure another that we 
regret the wrong, and are minded not 
to repeat it, is humiliating? The hu- 
miliating part of the matter is our own 
shortcoming in tact and thoughtful- 
ness, not the fact that we say we see 
our blunder. The offence is two-fold— 
our part and our neighbor’s—and it is 
not enough to be mentally resolved 
that the trouble shall not arise again, 
The neighbor should share this resolve, 
this mental apology. Not that apology 
is the whole-of repentence, genuine 
turning from past acts, but it is the 
first chord that leads quickly, naturally 
back from discordant keys to past or 
higher harmonies. 

To know the beauty of apology’ in 
its fulness, it should be met in the same 
spirit of frankness. To receive an 
apology in-a-doubting, grudging, un- 
gracious way isa disgrace. It is ill- 
bred, ignoble, unchristian. We are all 
liable to grievously offend at any mo- 
ment, and when—our brother says ‘I 
was wrong; let me try, again,” let us 
not chill his frank impulses. Let us 
add our share to the beauty of his apol- 
ogy by a trusting, hearty God-speed.— 
Harper’s Bazar. 


Stories of Daniel Webster. 


The following anecdote of Daniel 
Webster, who was, in 1796, a member 
of Phillips Exeter Academy, was re- 
lated to a friend of mine by Samuel 
Lawrence of Exeter: 

A few days after Mr. Webster had 
entered Exeter Academy he returned 
to his boarding house one evening ina 


very despondent mood, and told his 


friends there that the city boys in the 
academy were constantly laughing at 
him because he was at the foot of the 
class and had come from the back- 
woods. 

The next day Mr. Nichols Emery, 
who was then tutor in the academy, 
urged Webster to think of nethiag but 
his books and added that all would yet 
come out right. 

The advice was heeded, and at the 
end of the first quarter Mr. Emery, 
mustered his class in a line, formally 
took the arm of young Webster and 
marched him from the foot to the ex- 
treme head. At the end of the second 
quarter, when the class was mustered, 
Mr. Emery said: ‘Daniel Webster, 
gather up your books and take down 
your cap.”’ 

The boy obeyed, and thinking that 
he was about to be expelled from 
school, was sorely troubled. 

The teacher soon dispelled the ilu- 
sion for he continued: ‘‘Now, sir, you 
will please report yourself to the teacher 
of the ‘first class! And you, young 
gentlemen, will take an affectionate 
leave of your classmate, for you will 
never see him again.” 

They never did see him in that class- 
room again, but the day came when 
the eyes of the Nation beheld him.— 
Boston Globe.

whether all was done in the past year 
that could be done to make Andover 
grow, in the true sense of that word. 

The town year opened with a feeling 
that past extravagances must now be 
balanced by rigid economy, that a high 
valuation just assessed must be low- 
ered by a low tax rate, and that on 
every hand there must be a careful at- 
tention to expenses to make our town 
a desirable place in which to live. This 
economy has been practiced in many 
ways, the tax rate was lowered, and in 
general, there is to-day a much better 
feeling prevalent in regard to our town 
administration than there was a year 
ago.

The overcrowding of cities and tene- 
ment house cramming are evils of the 
past, which although they still exist 
to a degree, yet with. each succeeding 
year grow less, and are bound to grow 
less faster as the new means of trans- 
portation,as new teaching of Christianity 
which such organizations as the Ando- 
ver House Association proves to be a 
practical Christianity, as the better edu- 
cation takes hold, just as fast as ‘all 
of these influences make men know 
more of everything, and especially of 
themselves, will they lead men to want, 
with purer lives, purer air, and purer 
surroundings. The towns will be the 
fountains of supply for this last de- 
mand, and that town which has the 
best. to offer will ‘make the strongest 
appeal to those whose work each day 
must be in a commercial or industrial 
centre} but whose resting hours, seek a 


“home elsewhere. 


The joining of Andover to Lawrence 
is aise in “time, bring many of 
that city’s business people to our town 
for residence; each year sees more 
men-in business an Beston .coming to 
Andover for a home, and they, and 
those sure to come frem our neighbor- 
ing city are mostly of the well-to-do, if 
not of tue wealthy class. They pay 
taxes, and increase our town revenue 
in that way and by their patronage of 
our business: ~ It is to this class of peo- 
ple, that all towns are to-day looking 
for their prosperity and ‘gréwth.

Obituary. 


ROBERT CRAIGHEAD. 


Robert Craighead, a man who has be- 
come well known to many of our resi- 
dents, died on Wednesday, at 1.30 P.Mm., 
at the residence of his son, Horace Craig- 
head, on Punchard Avenue. The cause 
of his death was pulmonary congestion, 
and he has been confined tothe house 
for about a week. For a long time be 
has not been in the best of health, but 
has been able to be around and walk out 
during the day. 

“Mr. Craighead was born in Carlisle, 
Penn,, and was in the elghtieth year of 
his age at the time of his death. He was 
a well-known resident of New: York City, 
and conducted the business of a publisher 
there until 1854, when he retired from 
business. During this period he was 
twice burned out, but re-built each time. 
He was also owner of the Caxton Build- 
ing. He was the first one to re-pnblish 
the Edinburgh Review, the North British 
Quarterly, and other English magazines, 
and was well acquainted with the promi- 
nent men of letters in New York. After 
this he enjoyed a European trip, and 
finally. took up his residence with his son. 

Deceased was a very pleasant man, 
though rather quiet and reserved, and 
during his residence in this town, which 
has been for the past five years, he has 
gathered aronnd himself a large circle of 
friends who will be sorry to learn of his 
death. Horace Craighead, his son, and 
senior partner of the Craighead & Kintz 
Company, is the only one’to survive him, 

The funeral services occurred at 12.30 
o'clock to-day, at Christ Church, Rev. 
Frederic Palmer officiating. The remains 
will -be-taken. to. Rye, N.Y.: for inter- 
ment, 


HENRY GREW. 


Mr. Henry Grew, a retired Boston 
merchant, died in that city on Saturday 
last in the eighty-fourth year of his age. 
He entered Phillips Academy in 1819 and 
remained until the death of his father in 
1822, In recent years he has showna 
special interest in the Academy, attend- 
ing various public occasions here, and 
the alumni reunions in Boston and New 
York. A few days before his death he 
wrote Principal Bancroft a personal let- 
ter concerning his own history, and his 
Andover school-days in particular. One 
of the last acts of his life was to call up- 
on Judge Bishop at the Court House in 
Boston and hand him a generous check, 
in accordance with a wish he had 
previously expressed to take part in the 
re-endowment of his old schvol. 

Mr. Grew was a man of fine feelings, 
courteous bearing, an enterprising mind, 
and great public spirit, He began his 
mercantile life at sixteen but retired 
early. In 1847 he built a house in Dor- 
chester, in the suburbs, which largely 
through his efforts became Hyde Park. 
His landed estate there was large and 
became very valuable. He was active in 
the development of the town and held 
many important offices. 

His grandfather, an English gentleman, 
came to America with the famous Dr. 
Priestley. His mother was a Greene, 
his first wife was a sister of the late Rus- 
sell Sturgis, so long at the head of the 
house of Baring Brothers, and his second 
wife was Jane Wigglesworth. He leaves 
two sons. His family connections were 
of the very best, and in his own charac- 
ter he enjoyed the respect, confidence, 
and in many cases the friendship of 
some of the most eminent men and wo- 
men of his time. 

Among his schoolmates at Andover 
were lawyers like Robert Rantoul, James 
C. Alvord, who afterwards married his 
sister Ann, Judge Seth Ames, and 
Nathaniel J. Lord; clergymen like Presi- 
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dent Stearns of Amherst, Bishop Howe, 
Dr. Alexander H. Vinton, Dr. Silas Aiken; 
physicians like Dr. Isaac Ray of Phila- 
delphia, and Dr. Bradford L. Wales of 
Randolph; poets like Nathaniel P. Wii- 
lis and Isaac McLellan; essayists like 
Edmund Quincy and Wilson Flagg; Gov. 
Hop)in of Rhode Island, Hon. Samuel 
H. Walley, William Phillips, Samuel 
Hopkins, the historian, Samuel PF, 
Haven, LL.D., the antiquarian, and Theo- 
dore Weld, the reformer, his life-long 
friend, and for many years his neighbor 
in Hyde Park. 


The death of Phebe S. Dane removes 
the last one of this family which hag re- 
sided in West Parish for-a-long: time; 
Miss Dane died Wednesday of heart fai)- 
ure at the advanced aged of 84 years, her 
last illness being of about two weeks! 
duration. She was a native of this town 
and was a much respected woman. All 
three sisters have died within abouta 
year. The funeral will occur to-morrow 
afternoon, and the remains’ will be in- 
terred in the West Cemetery. 


Matthew Maroney, son of Michael and 
Bridget Maroney, died Sunday at his 
home on Pearson Street after an illness 
of about five weeks of typhoid fever. De- 
ceased was 18 years old and came to this 
town from Ireland about one year ago.

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Farmers’ Institute. 


By inviti ation of the Newbury Farmers’ 
Club, the Essex Agricultural Society 
held its Sist Institute in Parker Hall, 
Newbury Oldtown, on Friday. 

There was a very large attendance at 
both the morning and the afternoon ses- 
sions, and more than usual interest, from 
the presence of Secretary William R. Ses- 
sions of the State Board of Agriculture, 
several Andover farmers were present 
apd enjoyed the very profitable exercises. 
Mr. Sessions gave an interesting talk of 
about two hours’ daration, on the ‘‘Man- 
agement of Milch Cows.’ It was a very 
intelligent article and was discussed by 
several gentlemen, among whom was E, 
Francis Holt of West Parish. 

In the afternoon, Mr, Sessions spoke 
again on the topic, “What benefit do the 
Farmers derive from the State Board of 
Agriculture?’ and he plainly showed 
that it was of great benefit. 

The special mission of the State Board 
has been to look after the agricultural 
societies of the State. It has not desired 
to act arbitrarily, but for the last three 
years it has been tightening its grasp on 
societies which had been becoming a 
little lax, with a resulting great improve- 
ment. ‘The speaker had succeeded in 
getting an appropriation of $1,000 
through for lectures for the institutes. 

Te average price paid was about $10 
a lecturer. The Board holds a three days’ 
winter meeting, forgwhich $800 is appro- 
priated, and has succeeded in getting 
men at $40 to $75 each to deliver lectures, 
which if published would command $200 
from any magazine publisher. There are 
15,000 copies of the “Agriculture in Mass- 
achusetts”’ circulated by the Board each 
year, filled with these valuable essays. 

The Legislature now listened with - re- 
spect to any request for aid for agricul- 
ture. Its appropriations last year 
amounted: to $158,254 for this department 
and included $19,800 in bounties to so- 
cieties; $5974 for printing 15,000 copies 
of the ‘‘Agriculture in Massachusetts,’ 
$10,000 for the experiment station; $4000 
for the dairy bureau; and $74,600 for the 
extirmination of the gipsy moth. This 
led to quite a discussion about the State 
Agricultural College, of which the Board 
are now trustees, and it was also partici- 
pated in by Mr. Holt. The result was 
thé passing of the following resolution: 

“We the farmers of Essex County, 
sembled at this meeting, heartily in bree 
the Massachusetts Agricultural College, 
and commend it for support.” 

The next institute of the Society will 
be held in Memorial Hall, Methuen, on 
Feb. 5, at 10 a.m. The subject for the 
forenoon will be ‘‘Economical Milk Pro- 
duction,’ by Prof. James Cheesman, 
Secretary of the New England Creamery 
Association. And the afternoon subject 
“Usefulness of Boards of Agriculture,” 
which will really be a continuation of 
last Friday afternoon’s subject.

Here is the history of a famous doll 
worthy of a prominent place in the an« 
nals of Andover: 

At the beginning of the Revolution a 
Boston merchant went out to Andover 
to escape the trouble in the city, and 
formed a close partnership with the 
Rev. Jonathan French, a famous min- 
ister of that time. As soon as trade 
was resumed—in 1784—he imported 
two dolls of a style and finish then con- 
sidered wonderful, even in London. 
One he gave to his own daughter, and 
the other to the daughter of Mr. 
French. The first doll went to destruc- 
tion, but the second was kept in fine 
order by Abigail French, who in time 
became the wife of the Rev. Samuel 
Stearns of Bedford, and handed it over 
to her own daughter. 

Patty French, as the doll was named, 
became an object of household regard, 
and the highest respect for her was ex- 
acted even from the rudest boys that 
in succession: came into the family. 
Four generations have followed and 
Patty is still a household pet. The 
children of the parsonage, great-grand- 
children of Abigail French, have dolls 
of every description, but they would 
part with them all before cracked, bat- 
tered and spotted Patty should be taken 
away.

“Tf we are a great country, as justly 
we claim to be, let us behave like 4 
great country.

In Eng- 
land there is the National Gallery, mch 
in the most splendid works of the great- 
est painters; the British Museum, 
adorned with the noblest relics of an- 
tique sculpture; the Kensington Mu- 
seum, a storehouse of treasures of the 
mediaeval world and of the Renais- 
sance. There is no corner of the world 
in which England is not prying to dis- 
cover valuable relics of the ancient 
world of art. America is the only na- 
tion which, as a nation, has done noth- 
ing to acknowledge the claims of art. 
Her few museums are all local. No 
great national academy or museum ex- 
ists to confer honors and rewards, to 
educate students or to improve the 
public tastes.

These interesting remarks of U.S. 
Commissioner W. W. Story; resident 
at Rome, are contained in his report on 
the French Exposition of 1878, and I 
find them enclosed in the book which 
represents the ‘*Propaganda’’ for a 
proposed National Gallery of History 
and Art in Washington. This grand 
idea originated with Mr. Franklin W. 
Smith of Boston, who now publishes 
his plans, the result of forty years of 
thought and travel. Mr. Smith is a 
man of talent especially in architec- 
tural design, and he has devoted his 
leisure moments snatched from mer- 
cantile pursuits to the construction of 
models of the beautiful buildings which 
he. visited during his travels, and the 
reproduction of which he coveted for 
himself and his countrymen, These 
models represented feudal architecture 
in Michaelgate Bar of York; classic, in 
the Porta Maggiore, Rome; historical 
structures in Kenilworth Hall, the 
Campanile of Giotto, etc. Such minia- 
ture models led to the wish of perpetu- 
ating the -beautiful traceries of the 
Alhambra, so a Moorish court was con- 
structed in St. Augustine. This was so 
successful and resulted in so much en- 
joyment to himself and others that a 

oman home—the house of Pausa in— 
was reproduced at Saratoga Springs. 
This fascinating house with its roof 
garden and “artistic interior has been 
visited by 24,000 people, not hurried 
through by an imperative guide, but 
each visitor spending two or three 
hours among such architectural beauty 
as has never been dreamed of in mod- 
ern times. Even one of the workmen 
on this house of Pausa invested in Bul- 
wer’s ‘‘Last Days of Pompeii,’’ wish- 
ing, he said, ‘‘to know all about it.’ 
It has been the fondest desire of Mr. 
Smith’s life to bring the beauties of the 
old world combined with reproductions 
of historical value to Washington, 
where they may be seen by the gradu- 
ates of schools and colleges, and be of 
untold good to earnest. teachers who 
either have never been able to see 
these invaluable helps to culture, or 
for want of time. have but a hurried 
the treasures over which 
they would they might linger for study.

PATRONAGE IN ENGLAND. 


There Are Many Rig Salaried Offices at 


the Prime Minister's Disposal. 
The patronage of the prime minister 


is extensive and peculiar. The premier 
does not concern himself with post- 
offices and custom houses and such 
small fry; he has neither the power 
nor the desire to do so. The civil serv- 
ice system takes care of the offices 
which in the United States gladden the 
heart of the politician. All that Lord 
Salisbury has to do with the postoffice 
is to appoint the postmaster general, 
who, in his turn, has to submit to civil 
service restrictions which would bring 
tears to the eyes of an American poli- 
tician. 

What the prime minister has to be- 
stow is certainly worth bestowing and 
worth receiving. The premier’s powers 
I have said are peculiar. The sov- 
ereign is supposed to be the head of the 
church, but the’ premier is practically 
the head. It is he who fills the arch- 
bishoprics, the bishoprics and the dean- 
eries. For ecclesiastical purposes Eng- 
land is divided into two ‘‘provinces”— 
Canterbury and York—and each prov- 
ince has an archbishop who takes from 
it his title. The archbishop of Canter- 
bury is the primate of all England, He 
has the fifth place in the table of prec- 
edency, the queen having the first, the 
Prince of Wales the second, the queen’s 
younger sons the third and her: grand- 
sons the fourth. 


and all slipping reduced to an imper- 
ceptible factor. In accomplishing this 
the primary point is the employment 
of a specially prepared leather covering 
for the pulley, which is extremely soft 
and elastic and never glazes by the 
rubbing action of the belt, as is the 
case when ordinary leather is employed 
for the purpose. It is applied to the 
pulley and held firmly to it for all time 
by means of a special cement, made so 
as to be soft and to remain so, unlike 
ordinary cement or glue, no rivets of 
any kind being used, as the leather 
covering is firmly attached to the iron 
of the pulley by the cement alone. 

Covering iron pulleys with paper is 
sometimes resorted to, the method con- 
sisting in first rendering the pulley ab- 
solutely free from grease by means of 
sal soda, scratching the whole surface 
with a file, wetting with dilute nitric 
acid for a few minutes to deaden the 
scratches, then cleaning with water and 
drying; following this the paper is ap- 
plied by winding, using the strongest 
glue, or it may be wetted with tannic 
acid and applied as above. Some pre- 
fer to add a tablespoonful of glycerin 
to a quart of glue and then apply hot. 
The edges are turned off and a coating 
of common shellac applied.—New York 
Sun. 


War Bound to Come. 

We mdy rest assured that what 
weighs upon the heart of France is the 
inversion of authority, the lost place in 
the front rank of Europe, her suprem- 
acy questioned, the victor for twenty 
years regulating the march of events, 
the settlement of which till then be- 
longed without dispute to the supreme 
will of France. This is what she can- 
not bear. Those who dream of settling 
the Franco-German question by a com- 
promise must, alas! resign themselves 
to this: Never will this question be set- 
tled in the pure and Christian atmos- 
phere of peace. If Germany now agreed 
to restore Alsace and Lorraine to France 
in return fora pledge of everlasting 
peace, France would agree to such an 
arrangement with the greatest repug- 
nance, and would avert her eyes for- 
ever from the mocking deliverer who at 
such a price bade her sheathe her 
sword. 

She has not, however, to dread any 
such mortification, for Germany would 
fly to arms a hundred times sooner than 
lose her conquered prey; and notwith- 
standing her past victory she, too, 
dreams of confirming it afresh. No, 
peace is not concluded between the two 
nations. No, the era of combats be- 
tween them is not over, and the’sword 
is what must again and again decide, 
until the unknown time when a new 
morality shall govern the world, and 
when the God of peace shall be univer- 
sally acknovledged.—De Blowitz in 
Harper’s. 


The Divine Love.

To Preserve Wire Rope. 

To preserve wire rope-under water or 
under ground add one bushel of fresh 
slacked lime to a barrel of mineral or 
vegetable tar, boil well and saturate 
the rope with the mixture hot. Too 
much care cannot be taken with the 
pulleys, sheaves and dryms over which 
the ropes are run—that is, the grooves 
should be lined with well seasoned 
blocks of hard wood set on end, or rub- 
ber, leather or some soft metal, the life 
of the rope being thus greatly length- 
ened and firmer adhesion secured than 
when the répe is operated over smooth 
and hard surfaces. The greater the 
diameter of sheaves, pulleys and drums 
the longer the rope will last.— Engineer. 


Variety in Fins Covers. 


Furniture covers for country houses 
which are kept open the year round 
are not the unsightly Holland, plain 
and striped, with which city people 
drape their movables for the hot 
weather. Pretty cretonnes—the wild 
rose pattern is a deserved favorite— 
are selected and the covers are made 
snug fitting so that their use isnot at 
ence_prominent. The curtains and 
hangings that replace the winter's 
heavy draperies are made of cretonne 
to match, giving an additional look of 
permanency to the coverings.

The lord chancellorship is one of the 
treasures within the gift of the premier. 
For even more than the emoluments of 
the position its dignities are to be de- 
sired. -The lord high chancellor is the 
principal legal adviser of the crown, he 
is speaker of the house of lords, and he 


takes precedence of all but royal dukes |: 


and the archbishop of Canterbury; he 
has an extensive patronage, both in 
the courts and in the church—having 
in the latter respect to appoint twelve 
canons, to say nothing of awarding 
over 600 livings. He receives $50,000 
a year, and upon his retirement takes 
an annual peusioy of half that sum. 
There are three lords of appeal, hav-

ing $30,000 a year each; there is the | 


lord chief justiceship at $40,000; there 
are many high judgeships at $25,000. 
And so the list runs on, carrying a train 
of titles as well as of pounds sterling. 
Then there are rewards for services in 
the past, rewards which demand no of- 
ficial duties in the present or the future. 
Commoners are made peers, and peers 
are raised in rank. There are knight- 
hoods to be c onferred, and baronetcies 
and orders of the garter. 

It may happen that during his ad- 
ministration.the premier is called upon 
to appaint a viceroy Of, India. This 
post4a'a prize of the first degree, being, 
indeed, a vice kingship, The viceroy 
holds his appointment for five years 
only.’ The lord lieutenancy of Ireland, 
and of the English counties, and the 
colonial governorships are within the 
premiers gift. The members. of the 
cabinet have $25,000 a year each, and 
besides'these there are thirty or more 
positions in the ministry at from $7,000 
upward, and each with peculiar powers 
and privileges.—London Cor. Boston 
Herald. 


The Effect of Fighting. 

Evidently, while war is the chief 
business of life, the training of individ- 
uals: by governmental agency after a 
pattern adapted to successful fighting, 
is a normal accomplishment, Experi- 
ence farnishes a tolerably correct ideal 
to be aimed at, and guidance in the 
choice of methods productive of the 
Ideal. All frée men have to be made 
as much as may be into military ma- 
chines, automatically obedient to or- 
ders, and a unifying discipline is re- 
quired to form them.

The Origin of Oil. 

In the vast deposits of the upper and 
lower silurian formations there are 
more than 10,000 feet of limestone 
made entirely of mollusks. These im- 
mense beds of limestone are of vast ex- 
tent and everywhere they are amazing- 
ly fossiliferous, Take 400,000 square 
miles of limestone 10,000 feet in thick-

ranges. 

Here, then, were the materials and 
there were the forces sufficient to ae- 
count for the immense deposit of oit 
that has been released by artificial per: 
foration of the rocks at McDonald and 
other places,—Pittsburg Dispatch. 


The Government's Supply of Silver. 

A cubic inch of pure silver weighs 
about 0.38 pound, and a cubie foot 
about 657 pounds. Hence #400,000,000, 
Ited into a solid mass, would ocecu- 
py some 33,500 cubic feet, which in 
turn would make a solid column of 
pure silver a foot square and about 
6 1-2 miles high— the Washington mon- 
ument being 550 feet. Assuming a 
load of 100 pounds per man, an army 
of 220,000 men would be required to 
carry the mass, and would make a file, 
in close order, eighty miles long, occu- 
pying thirty hours in ‘passing a given 
point,” allowing nothing for’ halts or
